Im' 
to make it fit for food it must go 
through American refineries, and the 
supply is now measured by the rapac­ 
ity of the refineries and tho priority 
ot orders for refined sugar, 
Th* go\ernme? t sells the raw oig- 
*r to the refineries et a fi\,*d price; 
and it bait ft .cd die price ai which 
the refineries nuts* sell to jobber.;, 
and the profit jobbers may make in 
distributing it to retailers. 
Norm al­ 
ly tin* refineries 
tore stocks in tho 
lean months of February. March and 
April for th* good moat ha of Ju ly , 
August and September.
